The Staff branches reviewed 
in the preceding lesson are the 
general staff corps, adjutant gen- 
eral’s department, inspector gen- 
eral’s department, judge advocate 
general’s department, engineer 
corps, and signal corps. The other 
three staff branches which al 
directly touch every soldier are 
the medical department, quarter 
master corps, and ordinance de- 
partment. 

The Medical department works 
along two distinct lines: First. 
it tries to keep everyone in the 
army in good health, and for this 
purpose keeps close watch of the 
cleanliness of camps and build- 
ings, of the quality of cooking of 
food, and the like: second, it 
provides ambulances, hospitals, 
and medical service for the prop- 
er care of sick or wounded men. 
The medical department includes 
the dental corps, the hospital 
corps, and the nurse corps. Its 
officers are experienced — physi: 
cians who have passed rigid ex. 
aminations. Its enlisted men are 
chiefly engaged in the difficult 
and often dangerous work of re 
scuing the wounded and trans- 
porting them to field and base 
hospitals. 

Just as every man in the army 
earries intrenching tools so that 
he may protect Vimself without 
the help of the Engineer corps, 
when necessary, so he also Carries: 
a ‘“‘first-aid packet,’’ go that he 
‘may in an emergency perform 
some of the duties of the medical 
department. Every soldier learns 
how to give dressing and treat. 
ment to his wounds when 
he is able to do s0, and how to 
assist wounded 
men from the 
ment arrive. 


Medical Department Efficiency. 
The medical department of the 
American army is regarded as 
one of the best in the world. A 
soldier may feel assured he will 
receive every possible attention 
in case of need. The percentage 
pf recoveries from wounds in 
the hospitais manned by Ameri- 
eans during the European war 
has been exceptionally high. 
The quartermaster corps is the 
business manager of the army.

The officers of the quartermas- 
ter corps must be able business 
men. Many of them have held 
important business positions. The 
enlisted men of the corps are 
skilled in such occupations as 
blacksmithing, painting, driving 
teams and trucks, baking bread 
‘and the like. 


Work of Ordnance Department 


Of the same general charter 
is the work of the ordnance de- 
partment, which furnishes the 
guns, ammunition and other sup- 
plies needed for fighting. 
eral times during the present 
war whole armies have been 
forced to retreat or have suffer- 
ed severely because of the lack 
of munition. The quantity of 
ammunition used daily is enor- 
mous. During the French of- 
fensive of June, 1917, 12,600,000 
shots were fired from artillery 
yvuns. 

In the actual theater of war 
the ammunition service is under 
the control of the field artillery. 
Bringing up supplies of ammuni- 
tion to troops and to batteries in 
action is one of the most essential 
of all duties on the battlefield. 
The wagons or trucks carrying 
ammunition must be driven when 
necessary within easy reach of 
the firing line. Sometimes there 
is an opportunity here for ‘the 
display of resourcefulness and 
courage far above the ordinary 
requirements of the service. 

At the second battle of Ypres; 
in April, 1915, the Third battery 
in the Third brigade of the Ca- 
nadian field artillery galloped in- 
to position within a few hundred! 
yards of the German front, where, 
they did gallant work fighting 
against overwhelming odds to 
hold back the enemy’s onslaught. 
After a time it became necessary 
to bring up high explosive shells. 
One of the Canadian gunners 
tells how they were brought: 


Sev- 


“The ammunition wagon con- 
ffithe them galloping 
across the open field under a 
heavy fire, the men lashing their 
horses and yelling like mad. The 
horses were simply crazed. Some 
of them had been hit with bullets 
and when they heard our guns 
the men could not stop them. It 
looked as though they would go 
right on to the German lines, 
There was only one thing to do;
